Chemical: Industries (China)" Ltd. 
until his death. “At various times 
Mr. Bollard “was stationed in 
Shanghal, Chungking, Swatow, and 
‘Foochow, and since the year 1927 
had been attached to the Hong 
‘Kong Office, where he ‘held the 
post of: Fertiliser Sales,’ Manager 
for the South China, Division. |

At the-outbreak of War in 1914 
Mr. Bollard was a member of the. 
Hong Kong Volunteer Corps., and 
aid duty here largely fn connection 
with Search Light work, ,Later, he 
joined the British forces'in France, 
where he was badly gassed. AS a 
result of this his health was-even-. 
tually impaired, and for the last 
three years or so-he was under 
constant medical atiendance. ~ 

Mr. Bo.lard underwent an opera- 
tion in the middle of March, but 
was sufficiently recovered to leave 
for England on vacation» by the 
“Empress of Britain” on the 26th 
March, Unfortunately, . he‘ 'suffer- 
ed from increasing ill-health dur-

Mr, Bollard was at one time a 
keen sportsman anda fine player |’ 
of football and tennis.
